of 1913. In Autumn, he registered 
as 9. Law student at McGill, _ but 
having just turned twenty as war 
broke out, he sailed for France and 
joined up with the infantry. Though 
he had trained with the Regiment 
de Chateauguay during the sum- 
mer months of ISll. 12, and 13, he 
did not wanted to Join a Canadian 
regiment,' becatise Ke was not 
naturalized: he had retained his 
French papers. ^ 

Wounded twice, he was captured 
at the battle of Oeadman's Hill, at 
Verdun, at the head of his company 
;ifter most of his men has been 
killed. He was a prisoner for 34 
months, all of which were spent 
In southern Germany;. 

Five years exactly after., his de- 
parture, that is on August 26, 1919, 
he arrived in Montreal, and settled 
down to take up his studies where 
he had left them. He graduated 
from the Law Faculty in 1020. 
Since then, he has. practiced law 
in the city.

He was born in 1888 in Edmon- 
ton, Alberta and graduated with a 
Bachelor of Science degree from 
McGill In 1911. While a' student 
here he played on the senior hoe- 
key team. In the same year that he 
graduated he became a member 
of the teaching staff with the posi- 
tion of demonstrator in surveying. 
He became a . lecturer in 1013 and 
assistant professor In 1919. contin- 
uing ' In this capacity until 1930 
when be became an associate pro- 
fessor and chairman of the 'depart- 
ment of surveying and geodosy. Jlc 
was granted sick leave from duties 
in the lecture room in 1943' and ai 
the beginning of the present session 
ho was retired because of 111 health. 

During the last war Professor 
Kelly went dverseas with the 6lh 
University Company, a reinforcing 
unit to the Princess Patricia's Cana- 
dian Light, and he was associated 
with the C.O.T.C as an Instruc- 
tional officer. 

Dean J. J. O'Neill, of the f&'culty 
of Engineering, paid tribute to 
Professor Kelly's work yesterday, 
saying: "The news of Professor 
Kelly's death comes as a shock to 
his associates in the faculty of En- 
gineering who for so many years 
enjoyed his friendship and com- 
radeship."

On Many Projects

The Hospital Section of the 
C;W.S.P. Is divided Into two 
main sections. The first section 
includes t h c preliminary 
courses In First Aid, Home 
Nursing and Nutrition, which 
courses, lasting one term, en- 
able the student to continue in 
the second section, which in- 
cludes the volunteer work in 
hospitals and laboratories. 

This second section in turn 
is divided into three groups 
Hospital Aides, the Lab As- 
sistahts,j|^and the Lab Technl- 
ciansTThe^Hospltal Aides must 
have Home Nursing and First 
Aid cerliflcates, and they arc 
placed on duty at Royar Vic- 
toria Hospital. A report from 
one of these Aides who Is on 
duty in the Men's Surgical 
Ward, where post-operative 
cases of burns, fractures, and 
- plastic - surgery.- tells of Jier 
duties In this ward. She; tidies 
the ward, gives afternoon diets 
of fruit juices, milk, etc., runs 
messages, sets up trays, feeds 
patients who are unable to feed 
themselves, makes beds. This 
particular nurses' aide tells the 
stoty ■ of a new nose received 
by one patient, all compliments 
of plastic surgery. Also, she lias 
• noticed that the men seem to 
prefer beer to fruit juices for 
their afternoon snacks, but un- 
fortunately, beer Is unavailable, 
except in extreme cases. 

A Lab Technician reports that 
. she is now working at this job 
for her second year. Last sum- 
mer she was able to obtain a 
position in a hospital lab 
through her e.xperlence In this 
volunteer work. At one time 
she was forced' to take charge 
of the lab In the absence of the 
regular staff worker. Often she

French Society 
Hears Gagnon 
On 'Quebec' 

Cause of Friction 
Lies in Difference 
In Public, Daily Life 

"Perhaps the first thing to re 
member when' one tries to find the 
principal cause of friction between 
the two important national groups, 
here, in Canada, is the marginal 
difference between public life and 
everyday 'life," said' 'Jean-Louis 
Gagnon, at the meeting of the

ince de Quebec." 

"The man In. the street, of 
French-Canadian education does not 
see eye to eye on the same ques- 
tions as his colleague of English- 
Canadian education. They do not 
begin at the same end of the prob- 
lem, and most of the time do not 
arrive at the same conclusion. And 
yet, this Is not a sufficient reason 
Sot a .'divorce,' . nor either for a

Â Need for Stocktaking 



When on attempts to examine the Can- 
adian as a national, social and cultural entity, 
and to ask the question of what constitutes be- 
ing "Canadian", what makes the Canadian dif- 
ferent from the Englishman or the American, 
one realizes that the very difficult of analysis 
brings to light the main criticism that can bo 
directed against the psychological make-up of 
the average Canadian. In other words, he has 
never adequately asked himself what kind of 
a phenomenon a Canadian is. He has never 
realistically looked at his powers and weak- 
nesses, without Ecntimcnlalizing or sugar-coat- 
ing them. He docs not think of Canadians us 
they are, but as they have been and what he 
hopes they will be. These two main aspects of 
the Canadian psychology, that of looking back- 
wards and that of living in the future, arc rarely 
joined in an attempt to study, objectively and 
unemotionally, his present life. 

The looking backwards is best exemplified 
by what is commonly called the "colonial atti- 
tude". English-speaking Canadians are so aware 
of the immensity of the English tradition and 
so conscious of American industrial growth that 
they look away from Canada, to these countries. 
Granted thot no nation can grow without cul- 
tural^ roots, we must slill realize that the sky- 
lark is no common sight to the Canadian — born 
here and living here— and that at best, he can 
only appreciate a poem about a skylark at a 
distance and in an impersonal manner. And 
granted that the story of the United States runs 
somewhat parallel to— if in advance of— the 
etory of Canada, we should not try to kid our- 
selves into thinking there is ho difference be- 
tween the American and the Canadian way of 
life, that our people, interests and problems are 
all the same. Both England the the United 
States ^ have influenced Canada tremendously- 
politically, culttirally and psychologically— but 
the Canadian who is a product of that influence 
is still an individual person who is neither Eng 
lish nor American. 

Be it understood that this is not a cry for 
belligerent nationalism, for "Canada first". To 
see exactly what constitutes the Canadian 
background and the Canadian psychology, and 
to say: "This is the raw material. This is what 
we are. How can we best use it for the good of 
ourselves and of the whole world?" is not 
chauvinism. The need is for a sincere, pénétrât 
ing analysis that will lead to an appreciation of 
what is best in the Canadian, and a humble re 
cognition of his shortcomings is far from be 
ing the same as self-righteousness "perfec 
tionism". 

Our second characteristic, that of living in 
the future, may be forcefully witnessed to by 
the common national viewpoint that Canada is 
perennially young and that we are still pioneer 
ing in a big, empty country. Just what the 
population possibilities for Canada are is an 
other question, and one which need not be dis 
cussed here. Whether or not Canada is big and 
empty, one thing is certain— we cannot use that 
as an excuse for not examining what contri' 
bution the Canadian of today can make to the 
progress of mankind. We cannot expect to wait 
until all our major resources arc tapped and 
we have— either by breeding or immigration- 
whatever is considered a desireable sise of 
population ■ before we start standing on our 
own intellectual feet and talcing stock of our 
coiintry and our national traits. We must gét 
rid of the lâtènt idea that the country is bigger 
than its men, that we must leave its complete 
conquest to the future. Let us remember that to 
the Fathers of Confederation, wc are the ifuture 
{generations which they thought of when they 
lîblieved in a great people in a great land. And 
we cannot go on forever leaving it to future 
Canadians to appreciate and employ the re 
sources for industrial and particularly, cultural 
activity offered b^ their country,

The Story of Cham ber Music 



—Josette Marion 



The program for the Women's 
Union Concert will feature chamber 
music, taking this style of music 
from its early development under 
Haydn through subsequent cen- 
turies and ending with one of the 
foremost of modern composers. 

Before public concert -giving 
began, in the late seventeenth cen- 
tury, musical performances tell 
into three categories. There was 
music composed for religious pur- 
poses, music for the theatre, and 
music for the entertainment of 
royalty and aristocracy. This latter 
type of music came to be called 
chamber -music, whether vocal or 
Instrumental. The term as now used 
excludes music tor orchestra, 
chorus, and other combinations, all 
vocal music and music for one In- 
strument, and Includes only music 
composed tor two or more instru- 
ments. The string quartet is the most 
Important form of chamber music, 
and it dates from Haydn and the 
mld-eightheenth century. Mozart, 
Haydn, Beethoven and Schubert arc 
the greatest creators in this field. 

MUSICIANS MUSIC 

Chamber music Is not tor the en- 
tertainment ot huge crowds. It is 
the delight of the performing mu- 
sician and the listening ccnnoisseur, 
who find In its very restraint some' 
thins which appeals to them, dif- 
ferently from any other musical 
experience. It is an accepted com 
monplace that the string quartet is 
the one perfect medium for must' 
cal expression — a claim indifferent' 
ially endorsed by great masters of 
all ages. From about 1750 onward 
it might be said that the true 
chamber music principle had been 
worked out by Haydn and so it is 
fitting that this concert should be 
gin with the presentation of 
Haydn's String Quartet. 
THE STRING QUARTET 

The quartet conforms In struct 
ure to a symphony or sonata con' 
laining four movements. Allegro 
con brio, Allegretto, MInuetto, and 
Presto. Haydn's quartets, whether 
originally tor quartet or tor sUrlng

Words and Their Significance 

Recent interest has been on the Increase In the 
little-known science of semantics— the study of the 
meanings and origins of words. (Witness, as an ex- 
cellent example, ' the new and well-sold book en- 
titled "The Loom of Language"). The field ot seman* 
tics Is unconunonly fascinating to anyone who lives 
by his vocabulary, apd a mere haphazard dabbling 
is a ready stimulus to the expansion ot expressive 
ability. 

Two words so simil^ that coincidence seems Im- 
possible (the same similarity Is found in German, 
anfl prôb()bly in other languages as well) are 'live' 
and 'love*. There seems to be a certain logic to this 
resemblance, a logic which even a philosophical 
amateur must find obvious throughout history. Man 
has lived and loved, from Adam forward, with a 
fairly regular èffort to establish the two words as 
almost one. 

We wonder, though. In passing, at the deep signi- 
ficance ot the dissimilarity ot both from an often- 
associated little word which spells— lesm'.

PAPA" HAYDN 

Haydn was born in 1732 in the 
little Austrian village of Rohrau. 
He was of Croatian peasant stock, 
and his music did for the folk-mu- 
sic of Croatia what Burns did for 
the ballads and songs of Scotland. 
Both in music and in conversation, 
Haydn cheered peoi)le by his hap- 
py touches of Croatian peasant hu- 
mor. He became a teacher, and 
then musical director for the Ester 
hazys, a Hungarian family. He was 
a great favourite of the time, and 
produced a prolific, continuous 
stream of musical compositions in 
almost every form. He was the 
father of the symphony and the 
founder ot the string quartet, and 
indeed of modern chamber music 
and instrumental music generally. 

THE SPANISH SCHOOL 

Hie. second number on the pro- 
gram will be Oraclon de Torero 
by Joaquin Turlna. Turlna is a rep- 
resentative of chamber music at a 
much later stage. He was born In 
1882 In Seville, and studied in Se- 
ville, Madrid, and Paris.' His music- 
al outlook is different from that of 
dc Falla, his teacher, being ot the 
same school as Ravel and Debussy. 
He has written much worthwhile 
chamber music, unusual because it 
music written in the genuine Span- 
ish school and probably tho only 
chamber music of this type. He has 
a distinclive style ot his own, but 
he is Spanish in his seriousness ol 
purposcr, and in his attitude that 
music is an art and not a diversion. 

GLAZUNOV AND THE RUSSIANS 

Another composer represented 
on the program is Alexander Glaz- 
unov. He was born in 18SS in St. 
Petersburg, and became the pro- 
tege of Balakireft and Blmsky- 



brilliant composer, and produced 
his first symphony at the age of 
sixteen. He separated himself trom' 
Balakireft, Rimsky'-Korsakoff, and 
Moussorgsky by his preference for 
classical music instead of the tra- 
ditional Russian forms; yet his mu- 
sic is characteristically Russian In 
its moods of extreme melancholy. 
He wrote with great simplicity and 
clearness of erpresslon and occa-' 
sionaliy demonstrates affinity to 
Uie brilliant color and Oriental 
splendor of Rlmsky-Korsakoft and 
Borodin. I 
FROKOFIEFF AND MODERNISM 

Another Russian composer rep- 
resented on the program is Froko- 
fieff. Tho McGIII String Quartet 
will play his Pieces D'Entants. 
Prokofleff is widely known as a 
contemporary pianist and composer; 
he has attained much fame for the 
interpretation of his own composi- 
tions. Playfulness and satire are 
characteristics ot his music. His 
tastes incline towards the classical, 
but his manner Is modern and' 
futuristic. He avoids romantic tact-j 
ors and makes no compromise with 
sentiment. He has composed sym- 
phonies, violin concertos, and piano 
concertos, but he Is at his very 
best in the field ot chamber music. 
KREISLER AND GRAINGER 

Two selections from modem-day 
composers will conclude the con- 
cert, the Scherzo a la Dlttersdorf' 
by Fritz Krlesler and Molly on 
the Shore by Percy Grainger.; 
Krlesler is known mainly as a vlo- ' 
Unlst, but he . has composed some ] 
outstanding pieces iter violin andj 
for string ensembles. Few ot his 
own works arc original, but con- 
sist of clever arrangements and 
improvisations of ancient and mod- 
ern pieces. Grainger is a contem- 
porary pianist and conductor, and 
his composed popular pieces and 
done many. arrangements ot Eng- 
lish folk tones. Mrally On The 
Shore is a direct contrast to the 
rest of the program, being a wild 
and rollicking piece which will 
bring the evening to a lively and 
charmIns4cbnclusion;W^

Trampoline Tumbling 
Trampoline Tumbling, which is a 
combination of ground tumbling 
and diving is performed on an 
over-sized sort of bed, but which 
outdoes both of these in range of 
movement, variety of exercise and 
difficulty of stunts performed, first 
came lo Em's attention when he 
was touring Russia In 103S, where 
the sport is on à national basis; 
trampolines being found In almost 
every Playground fit Park. Since 
this time Em has been campaigning 
for its introduction Into Csnada, as 
an accepted piece of gymnastic ap- 
paratus in high schools and col- 
leges and only recently was mainly 
responsible for the purchase of a 
Trampoline by the Central Y.M.C.A.. 
where a small group of gymnasts, 
ùndeç his' direction, have been 
working out for the past two weeks 
in ureparatlon for the Festival. 

As has previously been mention- 
ed Trampoline Tumbling is per- 
formed on a special over-sized sort 
of bed. The bed stands about three 
feet front the ground. Is about fif- 
teen feet long and approximately 
eight feel wide. In the centre is a 
large piece of canvas suspended by 
more than one hundred coll springs. 
The performers mount the bed and 
begin bounding up and down per- 
forming any number of Impossible 
revolutions while In the air. His- 
torical records show us thai the 
sport gol Its name from the Count 
du Trampoline, a gymnast of the 
Middle Ages, who originated the 
springboard, the leaping board and 
the bounding net for acrobatic pur- 
poses. Ho experimented with nets 
and springs, gradually diminishing 
the size of the net and . toereuing 
the number of springs atid ^eventu- 
ally developing an entire scries of 
gymnastic' stunts on this new piece 
of equipment alone. So great be- 
came du Trampoline's reputation 
on his bounding bed Uiat it has 
come to be known as the Trampoline 
and the word trampoline now 
means lo spring, leap, or vault. 
Good Conditioner 
Many tumbling and diving in- 
structors now make good use of the 
trampoline In training their men 
for these events, and the U.S. Army 
and Navy make good use of It In 
their conditioning programmes. Its 
value as .a conditioner is unquest- 
ionable, first because of the fun in- 
volved which does away with the 
necessity of Using some form of 
compulsion to get men to exercise 
and secondly because it is a big-
